Citations 1-4 regarding claim 1 

An antenna in which the periphery of a radiating conductor is covered by a ground 
conductor is widely known as disclosed in Citations 1 and 2. 

Furthermore, disposing a planar antenna on a concentric circle and making it resonate 
at a plurality of frequencies is widely known as disclosed in Citations 3 and 4 (refer to Figs. 
4-6). 

Accordingly, applying the widely-known constitution for resonating at a plurality of 
frequencies as disclosed in Citations 3 and 4 to the widely-known antenna as disclosed in 
Citations 1 and 2 to make the invention of the present application could have been easily 
done by a person skilled in the art. 
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
